Galileo 

Galileo Galilei (1564-1642) was an important 
Italian scientist who founded modern physics. 
Among countless discoveries of natural laws, 
he succeeded in developing a thermometer 
based on the laws of physics which states that 
the specific gravity of liquids changes as they 
expand at different temperatures.

"Cabinet Day" on November 14 and the request to have 
the agency set up a booth within the Town Hall and offer 
their services to the town and provide residents an 
opportunity to have consumer-related questions an- 
swered by the agency. 

Staff and brochures will be on hand to answer a 
variety of consumer-related issues including landlord/ 
tenant issues, Lemon Laws, home improvement contrac- 
tors, shopping rights, retail purchase return policies, 
banking issues, medical care, telemarketing and issues 
regarding utilities. The request was approved by the 
board for this invaluable service, which is tentatively 
scheduled from 10:00 am to 2:00 pm on November 14 at 
the Mattapoisett Town Hall. 

The Board of Assessors (BOA) next met with the 
board to discuss a Tax Classification Hearing. This is the 
annual consideration that would shift the tax rate to 
lessen the burden on residential taxpayers, and shift the 
increase to commercial, industrial and personal property 
owner taxpayers (these include utilities, summer cottage 
owners, and small business owners). A dual tax rate has 
never been approved in Mattapoisett, and it was the 
BOA's recommendation that it not happen at this time 
because there simply is not enough commercial and 
industrial business in town to justify the shift. The Select- 
men agreed with their assessment.

man Andrews made a motion to increase the number of 
members on the Mattapoisett Bike Path Committee by 
four persons: one person to represent each phase of the 
bike path.

update the board on the progress of the committee. 

Phase I of the committee's goal has been com- 
pleted with the development of the Capital Campaign 
Committee, which has identified a list of possible corpo- 
rate donors for the library fund. They have received a 
state grant of $1.65 million, which leaves the committee 
responsible for raising $2.1 million — corporate donors 
would raise $1 million and $1.1 million would be raised 
via public funding. Mr. Mendall expressed his gratitude 
to the committee members, who represent a broad range 
of residents. 

Next, the committee wished to seek the approval 
of the board to move into Phase II of the campaign, which 
is the actual soliciting of corporate donations. There is a 
compilation of approximately 200 to 300 people to call 
upon for funds. A three-year pledge period has been 
implemented. This means that if a person pledges $15,000 
to the project, they will pay $5,000 annually for three 
years. The committee believes that in April 2002 they will 
be ready to move into Phase III where they will solicit 
public donations. Further, their plan is that by next fall 
they should be going out to bid, and have a "shovel in the 
ground" for the project by 2004. The board unanimously 
voted to allow them to proceed with Phase II. 

Selectman Denham raised the issue of the future 
of the Mattapoisett Fire Station. The Fire Station Building 
Committee will be asking for funding next year for a new 
building. Selectman Denham recognized that the size of 
the building "impedes their ability to do their job." 
Although the construction of the building is excellent, the 
equipment used today is simply too large to fit into the 
building, and they have outgrown it. Selectman Denham 
said that once a presentation is made to the town on the 
needs of the Fire Station the figures will include money 
for plans, construction as well as funds to equip the

more money for the property/' Mr. Huntoon said. "(Our) 
attorney is arguing that he has no jurisdiction in the 
matter. We've put together a complaint to go into Land 
Court. (Mr.) Zyskowski and his lawyer had an appraisal 
of $550,000 for the property. We've argued that you can't 
raise the issue now, because the property is in Chapter 
61A. We were going in with the (family) estate, we were 
being gentlemanly about it. We may have to go into Land 
Court in Boston." 

"As far as I'm concerned, it's black and white — 
we (already) decided on a price," said Chairman Cutler. 

Chairman Cutler next raised Police Chief William 
Przybylek's recent recommendation to appoint a 
sergeant's position in the Police Department. But Select- 
man Parker didn't feel any further discussion on this 
matter was warranted and moved to table the issue 
indefinitely. Selectman Ryan seconded the motion and it 
passed via majority vote (2 to 1) with Chairman Cutler in 
sole opposition. 

"(Chief Przybylek) wants this person appointed 
by November 19," Selectman Ryan said. "He's made two 
recommendations, as far as I'm concerned.

In other matters, Chairman Cutler suggested that 
town employees be given the option of taking one extra 
day off following one of the upcoming holidays — either 
the day after Thanksgiving, Christmas, or New Years Eve. 

"I'm talking about an extra paid holiday ... that's 
what I'm suggesting," Chairman Cutler said. "I'd like to 
have Town Hall open on all three days." 

Selectman Ryan didn't disagree, but stressed that 
it needed to be made clear that Town Hall would remain 
open on those days. "I think what we need to make that 
clear," she said. "They can't have all three (days) off. I 
don't have a problem . . . (but) you have to word it in such 
a way that people understand we want Town Hall open 
on those days." 

With that, the board unanimously voted to allow 
town employees to take their choice of one day off after 
the three upcoming holidays as a paid holiday 

Chairman Cutler was also concerned about a new 
horse training facility in town and if such a facility fell 
under the town's existing by-laws. "I think we should be 
looking at it very closely," he said. "Our by-laws don't 
have anything which (puts) limits on educational facili- 
ties. It has to be in the by-law, otherwise it's exempt 
automatically" 

Chairman Cutler was concerned about things 
such as setback requirements and building size — all of 
which may or may not be dictated in the town's by-laws. 
The board unanimously voted to have Town Planner 
Randall Kunz look into the language regarding "educa- 
tional facilities" located within Rochester to make sure 
they are covered.

$5,002.04 from available funds to pay prior year's bills as 
per Massachusetts General Laws. Finance Committee 
(FinCom) Chairman Michael Costa noted the breakdown 
of the outstanding bills were as follows: $807 for Unem- 
ployment Insurance; $319 for a plumbing bill for the 
Police Station; and $3,008.34 for telecommunications 
upgrades. There being no further discussion or debate, 
the article passed unanimously. 

Under ARTICLE 2, voters were asked to transfer 
$12,000 from money previously allocated under Article 26 
of the June 5, 2000 Annual Town Meeting to install a new, 
upgraded telephone system at the Town Hall. The article 
passed unanimously. 

Voters were next asked to appropriate $4,596.48 
under ARTICLE 3 to cover the costs of a replacement Fire 
Department Generator. This generator is used on the fire 
apparatus to refill the air-pacs when the department is out 
on calls. FinCom Chairman Costa amended the amount to 
$4,400, which was then unanimously approved by voters. 

Under ARTICLE 4, voters were asked to transfer 
$935 from a line item under the Board of Health (BOH) 
"Expenses" to cover BOH "Salaries." Voters unanimously 
passed this book-keeping measure. 

Voters next unanimously voted to accept a gift of

improvements as a memorial for the Town of Rochester 
Fire Department under ARTICLE 5. 

The only bone-of-contention on the Special Town 
Meeting warrant was ARTICLE 6, which asked voters to 
approve a transfer of $1,200 from the Police Department 
"Capital Expenses" line item to the department's "Ex- 
penses" account for the purpose of cover the costs to 
repaint one of the new police cruisers to match the new 
black-and-white color scheme. The FinCom voted to not 
recommend the transfer, and Board of Selectmen recom- 
mended the measure by a simple 2-to-l majority. 

"We took a vote at last week's meeting not to 
recommend this article," said FinCom Chairman Costa. 
"Police cruisers are changed every three to five years ... 
and we didn't think it was money well-spent to repaint a 
fairly new vehicle." The consensus of the FinCom was to 
wait until the cruisers are replaced and have all the new 
vehicles painted to match the new design. 

The article was soundly defeated by a majority 
vote of Town Meeting, with only 16 of the estimated 75 
voters present voting in favor of the transfer. 

Under ARTICLE 7, voters were asked to transfer 
$1,148.40 from Free CAsh to cover additional Communi- 
cations/Dispatch Salaries /Wages Benefits previously 
approved at the June 4, 2001 Annual Town Meeting. This 
would cover unforeseen salary expenses incurred in the 
Communications /Dispatch Department. The article 
passed by unanimous vote. 

Voters then unanimously approved acceptance of 
$73,506.74 in so-called Chapter 90 Funds which was 
appropriated by the state for road and highway repairs 
within the Town of Rochester under ARTICLE 8. "These 
are funds allocated to communities in Massachusetts for 
highway repairs," said FinCom Chairman Costa." It's 
important to know (that) this doesn't impact the tax rate 
at all ... this money is appropriated from the state each 
year." 

Speaking of taxes, voters were next asked to 
consider accepting provisions established under Massa- 
chusetts General Laws (MGL) Chapter 59, Section 5 (54) to 
exempt from taxation small personal property valued at 
less than $1,000 under ARTICLE 9. According to Board of 
Assessors (BOA) Chairman John Mello, this article was

first brought to their attention by the Massachusetts 
Department of Revenue (DOR) as a way of streamlining 
accounting efforts in the Commonwealth communities. 

"The BOA did an analysis of personal property 
accounts ... I think we had 48 accounts whose evaluation 
is less than $40,000/' Mr. Mello said. "We decided to 
eliminate from taxation those smallest accounts whose 
value is less than $1,000. This is just personal property, not 
real (estate) property. Personal property includes animals, 
certain (farm) equipment, machinery, equipment owned 
by incorporated businesses and private individuals. It 
would not be automobiles ... (covered under state) excise 
tax."

When Mr. Lanagan got the approval to do his Eel Pond 
(project), it was reported in The Standard-Times, October 25 
(edition): "James Lanagan wasted no time. The morning after 
last week's special election, the Dartmouth developer had his 
bulldozers in place and began clearing what will soon be known 
as Seabreeze Lane. Mr. Lanagan was eager to move past the 
hype surrounding the town's bid to purchase two lots abutting 
Eel Pond. So when voters resoundingly shot down the $400,000 
proposal and gave him the go-ahead to begin construction on 
the six-lot subdivision, he did not wait. 'I didn't really care 
whether they bought the lots or not. I mean, I cared personally, 
but I was more interested in getting something up,' he said from 
the construction site yesterday. 'Now I can do what I do.' 

"Mr. Lanagan hopes the town will give his 'dream 
come true' a chance to live down its controversial beginnings. 
'It's going to be a large colonial, sea-captain-type home, 'he said. 
'It's incredible the amount of action we've seen on that property. 
There'll be two beautiful houses on those lots,' Mr. Lanagan 
said. T can guarantee that.'" 

Another quote in The Standard-Times, June 22, stated: 
"So Mr. Lanagan, whose proposal has been met with resistance 
from many Church Street area residents, offered to fund a 
private engineering analysis of the site." Mr. Lanagan never kept 
this promise either. "The Regatta will be restricted to people 55 
and older, meaning it will not bring new children into the school 
system — the biggest expense on the town budget." This quote 
also turned out to he false! Another quote from the same article 
stated: "The affordable housing will cost about $107,000, putting 
it in the price range for those who earn about $36,000 a year, Mr. 
Lanagan said." After the permit application was given, the price 
rose to about $110,000. 

In another Standard-Times article, June 20, there were

even more discrepancies. "The approval of the construction 
project, which, according to the proposal, is set to begin this fall 
or winter. The property is assessed as suitable for development 
and carries the highest tax rate in town." There is only one tax 
rate in town! 

"The building will be a three-story wood-frame 
structure with Cape Cod architectural features. Residency will 
be only for seniors ages 55 and older. The age restriction ensures 
the development will not bring more children into the school 
system — the biggest expense in the town budget." Again, this 
statement is not true. It is more that 50 feet high, not a height for 
a three-story building! Residents can be younger than 55 and 
there will be children allowed, so it will impact our schools. 
"This really does address the issue of housing that was brought 
up in the Master Plan," said Selectman Raymond Andrews. "The

FAT CATS 

My veterinarian told me that my cat is fat. I thought that 
cats would regulate their caloric intake to remain at their 
ideal weight. 

In an ideal world you would be right, but trust your 
cats doctor. Obesity is very common in our feline pets 
who often have little to accomplish other than keeping 
a lap warm and their stomachs full. 

How can I get her to lose weight? 
There is no completely painless way for your cat to 
shed a few pounds. Feeding a low calorie food will 
help as will increasing the amount of exercise that 
your cat gets. Forget about leaving food out all of the 
time. Feed your cat 2 meals a day. Your goal is slow 
weight loss over a few months to a year rather than a 
crash diet that may be dangerous for your cat.

K-PAX. Starring Kevin Spacey and Jeff Bridges. Directed 
by Iain Softley. Running time: 122 minutes. MPAA 
rating: PG-13. At Cinema 12 at the North Dartmouth 
Mall and Flagship Cinemas in New Bedford. 

In this corner, a man who claims to be an alien from an 
advanced culture many light years away — is he crazy or not? In 
this corner, a movie audience watching the mystery unfold — do 
we care or not? K-PAX, a psychological-metaphysical fable starring 
Kevin Spacey and Jeff Bridges, certainly stacks the deck in its 
favor by casting Spacey as the mystery man and Bridges as the 
affable, sincere shrink straining to unlock his secrets. But it's such 
obvious casting, and halfway through K-PAX I began to wish the 
roles had been reversed. Spacey can do hipster inscrutability; 
Bridges can do strenuous compassion. Tell us something we don 't 
know; show us something we haven't seen. 

Some of K-PAX, mainly the scenes in which Spacey and 
Bridges smoothly workshop together in long dialogue passages 
(and that's exactly what it feels like — two fine actors doing an 
enticing yet unchallenging actors'- workshop piece to limber up), 
keeps us tuned into the proceedings. That's more than canbe said 
for the fashionably brooding direction (by Iain Softley, of BackBeat 
and The Wings of the Dove) and the each-revelation-in-its-place 
script by Charles Leavitt (by way of Gene Brewer's novel), both 
working overtime to strike a balance between the fantastic and 
the realistic. This being a Hollywood movie, the realistic is soon 
left out on the curb as quickly as a Christmas tree on December 26, 
and as mournful-looking. 

The alleged alien, who says his name is Prot, is sent to good 
Dr. Mark Powell for evaluation and sometimes-amusing verbal 
ping-pong. Dr. Powell isn't all good: he neglects his wife (Mary 
McCormack, as fetchingly long-suffering here as she was as 
Howard Stern's wife mPrivate Parts) and children even in the best 
of times, and when Prot bedevils the doctor's reason, the wife is 
left sighing resentfully in adjoining rooms while Dr. Powell 
lingers over Profs recorded voice. (Compare the dishwater tension 
here with the very real and intense fear and loathing Teri Garr 
flashes at the E.T.-obsessed Richard Dreyfuss in Close Encounters 
of the Third Kind and see how far even mainstream Hollywood 
extraterrestrial fables have fallen.) 




Prot, of course, meets Dr. Powell's family and even advises 
him to make amends with his estranged college-age son; Prot is 
brimming with unconventional helpfulness, becoming a calming 
guru for his fellow patients at the Manhattan mental institution 
where he resides (in a unisex ward, apparently). Prot heals 
whomever he touches, if they are faithful enough (or addled 
enough) to take up his mission; he's a messiah for the Thorazine 
set. At no point does the movie toy with the possibility that Prot 
may be a truly dangerous delusional, though we get one or two 
uptight meanies (including Alfre Woodard in a thankless role) 
who perceive him as such. Whether Prot is truly a visitor from K- 
PAX or a benevolent loon, we're meant to believe in his essential 
goodness, cleanliness, and Hollywoodness. 

K-PAX plays rather cavalierly with real mental illnesses in a 
way that strikes me as disingenuous at best and faintly offensive 
at worst, and may be even more so for those who actually work 
with the mentally ill. A germphobic (Saul Williams) and an 
obsessive-compulsive (David Patrick Kelly, sadly neutered here 
of any wildness he's shown before) are each "cured" by Profs 
soothing words and "tasks," including one that seems to endorse 
attempted strangulation as brute therapy. All the hints that lead 
to Profs own breakthrough seem murky and inconsistent, too — 
he overreacts to a lawn sprinkler in a way that makes you think 
he's a psychic who foresees a sprinkler-related catastrophe, but 
no, it's connected to a forced-seeming flashback; he regresses 
under hypnosis and spouts a lot of stuff that doesn't seem to have 
much to do with the final revelation, which feels like reheated 
Fisher King. The movie's last stab at ambiguity is neatly handled, 
but the image we're left with is an immobile Kevin Spacey 
smuggling in the tiniest smirk of private amusement to let us 
know he's still in there. That speaks for the rest of the film.

I've always maintained the sign of a good musician is some- 
one who can appreciate other musical styles and filter that work 
through their own life experience, resulting in a healthy homage 
— not this rampant trend of remakes and rip-offs which has be- 
come the norm in American pop music. And the basic building 
block of most contemporary music remains the blues ... a sadly 
underappreciated and forgotten genre. 

Thankfully we have artists like the Boston-based Les 
Sampou to remind us of this fact and help us get back to the 
basics. A longtime area concert favorite, Sampou has released 
her fourth CD, Borrowed & Blue, a raw, stripped-down, live-to- 
two-track session recorded at the home of friend and fellow 
musician J.P. Jones in Newport, RI. This genuine and refreshing 
recording benefits solely from the seasoned singer's heartfelt 
vocals and searing steel-string slide acoustic guitar chops. No 
band, no edits, no sampling, no overdubbing, no nonsense. 

The compelling CD features sixteen country-blues songs, 
both inspired originals and classics like "Big Road Blues" by 
Tommy Johnson, "Kokomo Blues" by Mississippi Fred 
McDowell, and "Statesboro Blues" by Blind Willie McTell. "I call 
it Borrowed & Blue because I 'borrow' most of the songs from other 
artists and even a few from my own past albums," Ms. Sampou 
said. "Blue is self-explanatory. There is however a double 
entendre: I got married recently, and everybody knows the old 
saying: 'something old, something new, something borrowed, 
something blue' ... well, I couldn't resist." 

Among the standout original tracks on Blue are "Lorraine," 
the rousing disc-opener, the local-flavored "Chinatown," and the 
upbeat love song "Sweet Perfume." My favorite track, however, 
remains Les' sad-but-touching take on "You Are My Sunshine," 
a sing-songy ditty that kids usually latch onto and refuse to let 
go. Ms. Sampou's more sombre and reverent version of this old 
Jimmie Davis /Charles Mitchell standard echoes her approach 
to all of the session's blues numbers: keep it simple and real. 

That seems to be Ms. Sampou's mantra. A self-taught musi- 
cian, she listened to records that ranged from Sarah Vaughn to 
the Talking Heads in order to learn how to sing and play. As a 
result of this varied repertoire of "teachers," Ms. Sampou's mu- 
sic is somewhat eclectic and hard to categorize. She is a musical 
chameleon, singing like the "old timers" when she presents her 
classic country blues renditions, and then switching her elastic 
vocals to include dramatic nuances in her rock originals, twang 
in her country sing-alongs and velvet in her folk ballads. The 
thread is the conviction she displays in her passionate delivery. 

It's interesting to note that Ms. Sampou has returned to her 
roots for her latest recording. She first got her start in Boston's 
Haymarket subway stop in 1985 where she went down into the 
tunnels to perform her small repertoire amid the shrieks of sub- 
way trains and the din of pedestrians, repeating her songs over 
and over again between stops, while people asked for directions 
and borrowed token money. It was there in the tunnels that 
Sampou met Ellie Mae Higgins and together they started a duo 
called Double Edge. 

Higgins and Sampou traded off guitar leads and rhythms, 
and lead and harmony vocals on classic songs like "Irene" by 
Leadbelly and various R&B and Motown tunes by the likes of 
Percy Sledge, James Brown, Sam Cooke and Wilson Pickett, along 
with a wide variety of country blues covers by musicians includ- 
ing Memphis Minnie, Robert Johnson, Little Walter, Sonny Boy 
Williamson and many more. Some of Ms. Sampou's early influ- 
ences also include Bonnie Raitt, Emmylou Harris, and Lowell 




George of Little Feat. 

It wasn't until 1989 that she began writing and performing 
all of her own material and within a year Les Sampou was tour- 
ing across the country, in Canada, and then off to Europe. De- 
spite her early yearnings to be in a rock 'n' roll band, it was Ms. 
Sampou's solo act that caught on. By her second CD, Fall From 
Grace, Ms. Sampou was drawing widespread acclaim in the 
singer-songwriter market from Boston to California. 

Since 1993, Ms. Sampou has released four albums — two on 
her own label, MoNando Music, and two with the well-known 
Cambridge-based Rounder Records. Her 1993 Sweet Perfume 
grabbed the attention of DJs and press people in the Boston area 
who gave her unanimous praise and support culminating in the 
Best New Artist award from WUMB. Rounder Records signed 
Sampou shortly after that, and her second album, Fall from Grace, 
was released in 1996. Her third album, also on Rounder, was re- 
leased in 1999 under the self-titled Les Sampou, and it represented 
a sweeping change stylistically for her, producing a modern rock 
arrangement that garnered high praise. 

Now comes Borrowed & Blue, an addictive collection per- 
fectly-suited for a lazy Sunday afternoon with a brimming hot 
cup of coffee. Ms. Sampou will celebrate the release of her latest 
CD with a concert at The Hardware Cafe/Sippican Hardware 
Store in Marion on Saturday, November 10 at 8:30 pm. Admis- 
sion is $15 at the door.
